"Pictures of Mars from space-roving Mari-

Hon, Irene’ Parlby of Alix, Alberta, died last _ 


week at the age of 97. 

She had outlived most of her contempo- 
varies... Her name.didn't stir many. ‘memories. 

Yet, there is not a woman in Canada, 
young or 61d, Who does not owe her at great 
debt of gratitude. “ 

You see, Mrs. Parlby was one of five de- 
termined women who, In the early years-of this 
century, fouglit to have ‘the members of our 
sex declared “persons.” 

Today, it's almost inconceivable that only 
') years ago we were not considered to be 
“‘persons,”’ according to the meaning of that 
word in the British North America Act, Yet 
that was the case. 


When it became evident that this meaning - 


restricted us from participating in certain 
fields of public -life, the fight commenced. 

It started efter Canadian women received 
thé vote in federal elections and were eligible 
for. the House of Commons. At that time the 
Federated Women’s Institutes sent in a reso- 
lution asking for the appointment of ' women to 
ihe Senate. 

Reply was that women were not ace 
within the meaning of the BNA Act and there- 
fore could not sit in, the Senate. 

immediately Edmonton's Judge Emily 
Murphy (Janey Canuck) and four other Ai- 
berta women organized to bring the matter 
to a head. 

Irene Parlby, who had been swept into of- 
fice with the United Farmers’ movement in 
1921 and was by then Alberta's first woman 
eabinet minister, was one of the group. The 
others were Henrietta Muir Edwards, Nellie 
L. MeClung and Louise C. McKinney 

It was in 1928 thai the group submitted 


this question to the Supreme Court of Canada: 


“Ts a woman a person within the meaning of 
the: act?” 
The Supreme Court ruled that women were 


not eligible for appointment to the Senate and 
were not legally ‘ ‘persons. 

The ‘famous five,” as they rapidly became 
known, appealed the decision to the Privy 
Council in England, which ruled contrary to 
the opinion of Canada’s Supreme Court 

Lord Sankey, at the time chancellor of 
Great Britain, - gave” his interpretation “tat™ 

“persons,” as the word appeared in the BNA 
Act, included women. The decision made legal 
history 

_._The..way..was..now..openfor members. pt. 
our sex to be appointed to the Canadian Senate. 
In 1930- the first one was named—Senator 
Cairine Wilson of Ottawa. 

In that same year, Mrs. Parlby was ap- 
pointed as a Canadian delegate to the Assembly 
of the League of Nations, meeting in Geneva, 

On her return she became seriously ill and 
was advised to give up public life. She stayed 
on in the Alberta government for the remainder 
of her term of office but did not cameos 
following. election. - 

In 1933 the University of Alberta conferred 
upon her the honorary doctorate of laws. 

Until ber final illness, Mrs. Parlby lived 
(latterly with her son and. daughter-in-law) at 
“Dartmoor Ranch,”” near Alix, the place she 
came to as a bride from England in 1897. 

She outlived Senater Wilson and alli 
others of the “famous five.” In so doing, 
name and her many accomplishments in_ the 
field of women’s rights became legends inefie 
minds of Canadians, instead of -proudly- 
remembered facts. 

Outstanding among these accompli shments 
was the “Persons Case.’ 

In helping to centre public opinion upon 
women’s eligibility for appointment to the 
Senate, Irene Pariby performed a task much 
larger than the specific one to which the im- 
mediate efforts of-the five women were 
directed 

She helped to raise in the most effective 
manner the whole question of women's rights 
and responsibilities with respect to the conduct 
of public affairs.

Surprise has often been an 
ingredient of President John- 
son's foreign policy initiatives: 
Last May 2, on no more than 
an hour's notice, he walked 
into the White House-television 
studio and delivefed a.major 
speech on the Dominican 


crisis. 
It was the talk in which he 
declared, for the first time, 


that communists were in con- 
trol of the Caribbean revolu- 
tion. The speech was* widely 


interpreted as enunciating a 


new Johnson doctrine for the 


western hemisphere, although 
the president rejected this 
view ; 


He delivered it at 10 p.m., 
barely in time for late editions 
of the next morning's papers 
and for transmission to the 
Latin American audiences for 
whom the speech was presum- 
ably intended. 

The White House had re- 
quested no telcyision time, al- 
though the networks were free 
to film it if they wished. 

(Early the following week a 
group of network executives 
called at the White House to 
appeal for more advance no- 
tice.) 

Did it happen this way by’ 
premeditation? The evidence 
suggests that it did. Unknown 
to the sprinkling of newamen 
drawn to the White House that 
Sunday by a routine presiden- 
tial ‘meeting with congres- 
sional leaders, Mr. Johnson 
had also invited in a group of 
friends. 

He went over with them the 
arguments, the latest evidence 
and the criticisms that were 
emerging from the Dominican 
crisis 
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“As he warmed up, he got 
better and- better;** recalled 
one of the president's guests. 
If White House aides had any 
advance inkling of the signifi- 
cance of what the president 
would say that Sunday night, 
they betrayed no. awareness 
of it. 

Although Mr- Johnson's pen-

I didn't have any premonition 
or anything, but I just didn’t want him to fly im that little air- 
craft. I've always been afraid of planes. Right up to the last 
minute I begged him not to go, but he had been set all week 
and was really looking forward to it.

Mrs. Paul fought back more tears en route to the airport 
with a Times reporter and photographer for yet another 
session of tears, but this time from joy as she clung to her 
slightly-injured husband. 

She was unaware that Mr. Paul bad already violated her 
no-fiying rule by attempting to guide a small helicopter back 
to the scene of the drash. 

“It was too dark,” said Mr. Paul this morning. “Arid the 
country was too rugged.
